Sierra Madre youth—at least 
11 representatives of varying 
age-groups— Tuesday night 
“let their hair down” and told 
the Coordinating Council what 
is good and what is bad about 
the city’s recreation program. 

The Coordinating Council, as 
its President John Conzelman 
put it, is attempting to find 
out what the youth and adults 
of Sierra Madre can do in a 
cooperative way toward the 
improvement of existing recre¬ 
ation facilities. 

And after finding what is 
needed and what would be 
supported by both old and 
young, the Council proposes to 
inaugurate appropriate steps 
toward its adoption. 

Principal point brought out 
by youth representatives was 


that young people past ado¬ 
lescence must seek recreation 
out of town—that Sierra Madre 
does not offer any meeting 
place or activities for persons 
in the late teens and early 
twenties. 

The Youth Hut, it was charg¬ 
ed, does not meet this need be¬ 
cause only organized groups 
can use it. Individuals or in¬ 
formal groups can not feel that 
the Hut is a "real meeting 
place” for them. 

The young people, and most 
of the adults present joined 
them, expressed “keen disap¬ 
pointment” concerning the rec¬ 
ent defeat of a new swimming 
pool for Sierra Madre, when 
only 29 per cent of the voters 
registered an opinion. 

Arvld Pauly, recreation spe¬ 


cialist of the State Recreation 
Commission, advised the pool- 
backers to try again. He citqd 
the northern city of Shatter as 
an example where persistence 
and organized efforts finally 
resulted in a new swimming 
pool. 

During a ‘round-the-room In¬ 
formal exchange of ideas, El- 
sfe Seifert suggested that there 
are not sufficient tennis courts, 
and that the present recreation 
set-up is not broad enough for 
all ages. 

She said the pool should be 
brought down to the center of 
tovm, and that a miniature 
golf course would provide a 
“constructive outlet” for youth 
right here in Sierra Madre.

ARC Man Reports Seeing 
Local Sweaters at Dachau 


Buy A Ticket 
for the 


First-hand assurance that sweaters knitted by Sierra Madreans 
during the war went to good use was given la.st week by Harry 
D. Pires, former Civilian War Relief worker for the American 
Red Cross. 

Mr. Pires, 2401 Effie street, Los Angeles, reports that he saw the 
locally-knitted items of cloth¬ 
ing — bearing Sierra Madre 
labels—being unloaded for dis¬ 
tribution at Dachau, Ger¬ 
many’s notorious concentration 
camp. 

He spent nine weeks at the 
prison camp, where so many 
civilian and military prisoners 
were slaughtered in crema¬ 
toriums during the closing 
phases of World War H. 

The camp was liberated on 
April 30, 1945, and Mr. Pires 
arrived there with other Red 
Cross workers on May 2. 

“You could smell the stench 
of decaying and cremated 
bodies while a mile away from 
the place,” Mr. Pires relates. 

Dachau concentration camp 
had been used as a storehouse 
for SS troops, and prisoners 
were forced to work in various 
Industries of the camp to aid 
the German war effort. 

“During the first few weeks 
we were there, prisoners con¬ 
tinued to die at the fantastic 
rate of about 225 a day,” he 
said. 

The prison had quartered ap¬ 
proximately 32,000 prisoners 
during its peak, nearly 50 per 
cent of these being the s«- 
called “political” prisoners. 

Mr. Pires helped organize 
displaced person camps during 
the war, rounding up refugees 
as they fled behind the Ameri¬ 
can armies’ advance. 

The Red Cross men obtained 
food and medical supplies for 
DPs and created work for them. 

With headquarters at Paris, 
the Civilian War Relief work¬ 
ers operated directly to the 
rear of U. S. military person¬ 
nel as they advanced through 
Germany.

Devon is prepared for 
invasion, as they were to be a 
century and a half later, in 
World War II. 

There is not much of war, 
however, in this story of the 
small English harbor town of 
Torquay. It is rich in legend, 
in love, and the magic of the 
beautiful. 

GENTIAN HILL weaves a 
loom of many lives. There is 
the exquisite Stella, the young 
midshipman Anthony, the 
Abbe’ de Colbert, Dr. Crane, 
the gentle, simple Spriggs. 

In a flashback we see the 
intolerant prison conditions of 
the time, the uncontrollable 
fury of the French Revolution. 
But mostly it is a book about 
the West Country of England, 
a small, enhanced corner of 
land that is a mixture of both 
old and new. 

We are delighted with the 
charm of the lovely thatched 
cottages, the unhurried, sing¬ 
ing plowmen, the peace of the 
rolling farm lands. This is a 
region steeped in ancient lore 
and legend, and it lends itself 
perfectly to the distinguished 
flowing quality of Miss Goud- 
ge’s writing.

As we go from place to place 
we run across that old open 
gas fire problem. It would be 
wonderful if all gas stoves 
could be ventilated by the ad¬ 
dition of a flue or vent. There 
is a distinctive odor about 
some stoves that surely is not 
pleasant and certainly cannot 
be healthy or safe. 

If there is any doubt about 
a stove functioning correctly, 
the owner should Immediately 
get in touch with the company 
that furnishes the gas and have 
them look it over. Many times 
gas flames do not have suffi¬ 
cient air and, besides creating 
an obnoxious odor, much val¬ 
uable heat is lost. An adjust¬ 
ment is necessary to correct 
this. 

Modern furnaces built in 
houses are usually of the type 
that fumes cannot escape into 
the living quarters and when 
we meet such a condition, one 
can immediately appreciate the 
difference. 

It is urgently advised that 
all heaters be Inspected by 
someone who knows how they 
should be adjusted. It is al.so 
urgently requested that the old 
type rubber hose attachments 
be discarded for the perma¬ 
nent metal connection. Proper 
shut-offs are a safety require¬ 
ment. 

We are hoping that the u.se 
of ga.soline and oil stoves for 
heating and cooking purposes 
has been discontinued in Sierra 
Madre, especially the portable 
type. 

If not, let’s be certain that 
the type is a good one. Be 
sure that it is set level. Keep 
it clean and free from dirt at 
all times. Never place it near 
curtains, etc., never where it is 
likely to be knocked over. Nev¬ 
er carry or fill a heater while 
it is lighted. 

There are so many “DONT’S” 
about the things that really 
the danger involved makes 
them just about out of the pic¬ 
ture, when there are so many 
permanent installations avail¬ 
able.
